DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With regard to independent claim 1, the apparatus as claimed comprises a 
plurality of pressure monitoring devices that each operate within a different 
predetermined pressure range to monitor pressure within the fuel gas supply channel as 
claimed. During the depressurization treatment, the fuel gas supply channel is 
depressurized until entering the predetermined pressure range such that the pressure 
can be monitored by the pressure gauges. The Yanigisawa reference discloses a gas 
leak detection device which fails to teach the plurality of pressure monitoring devices 
which each operate within predetermined ranges. Rather, the reference teaches a 
single pressure gauge and depressurization treatment which does not depressurized to 
a predetermined pressure range such that the pressure can be monitored by the 
pressure gauge. The Gupta reference fails to teach this limitation as it is relied upon 
solely for the teaching of multiple pressure gauges within a system and not the 
depressurization treatment. The Yanigsawa and Gupta references either alone or in 
combination therefore fail to teach the claimed invention as a whole. 

With regard to independent claim 7, the claim also recites the limitations of a 
plurality of pressure monitoring devices that each operate within a different 
predetermined pressure range to monitor pressure within the fuel gas supply channel 
and the fuel gas supply channel is depressurized until entering the predetermined 
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pressure range such that the pressure can be monitored by the pressure gauges and is 
therefore found allowable for the same reasons as stated above. 

With regard to independent claim 8, the method as claimed comprises 
depressurizing a sealed space within a gas supply channel until the pressure enters a 
predetermined pressure range such that it can be detected by the plurality of pressure 
monitoring devices which each operate within a different pressure range. As previously 
stated, the Yanagisawa and Gupta references fail to teach these limitations as 
apparatuses and further fail to teach them within their methods of use. 

Dependent claims 2-6 and 9-13 are found to be allowable as the base claims 
from which they ultimately depend are allowable.
